INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 
Laboratory  Inspection  of  Edible  Fat  and  Oils. 

[File  No.  75.] 

Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  are  advised  that  in  the  future  the  meat- 
inspection  laboratories  will  not  examine  samples  of  rendered  fats  and  oils  for  acidity 
and  rancidity  as  a  matter  of  routine,  but  will  make  these  examinations  only  when 
specifically  requested  to  do  so  by  the  inspector  who  forwards  the  sample.  This 
action  is  taken  because,  owing  to  various  unfavorable  conditions  of  shipment,  fats 
and  oils  may  not  reach  the  laboratory  in  as  good  condition  as  they  left  the  establish- 
ment at  which  the"  samples  were  taken.  Under  these  conditions  it  becomes  impera- 
tive for  meat  inspectors  to  exercise  the  strictest  care  in  their  inspection  of  fats  and  oils 
for  wholesomeness. 

The  question  of  adulteration  of  fats  and  oils  will  be  taken  care  of  by  the  laboratories 
as  in  the  past. 

Reports  on  Cattle  Suspected  or  Retained  for  Tuberculosis. 

[File  No.  151.] 

In  reporting  the  post-mortem  findings  on  cattle  suspected  or  retained  for  tuber- 
culosis, the  I.  D.  Form  112  B  and  112  D  reports  should  hereafter  show  whether  the 
animals  were  cows,  bulls,  or  steers. 

Public  or  Municipal  Slaughterhouses. 

[File  No.  394.] 

Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  are  requested  to  forward  to  the  Bureau 
information  regarding  any  public  or  municipal  slaughterhouses  located  at  or  near 
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their  stations.  Information  relative  to  the  character  of  construction,  capacity  of 
plant,  approximate  cost  of  construction,  and  character  of  maintenance  or  control  is 
desired.     Plans,  if  available,  should  be  submitted. 


INFORMATION  AFFECTING  EXPORTS  OF  MEAT  PRODUCTS. 

Switzerland. 

[File  No.  360.] 

Although  the  Swiss  pure-food  law  provides  among  other  things  that  import  firms 
must  brand  each  piece  of  non-European  meat,  tongues  excepted,  weighing  over  2 
pounds,  with  the  name  of  the  country  of  origin,  the  Department  is  informed  through 
the  Department  of  State  that  the  branding  of  meats  in  this  manner  when  required 
shall  be  done  by  the  "import  firms."  Hence  no  American  meats  shipped  to  Switzer- 
land require  branding  to  show  the  country  of  origin  before  exportation. 


SUBSTANCES  PERMITTED  FOR  OFFICIAL  DIPPING. 

[File  No.  149.] 

Sheep. 

The  use  of  the  following  named  substances  is  permitted  by  the  Department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies: 

"Leithhead's  Sheep  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  L.  W.  Leithhead 
Drug  Company,  Duluth,  Minn.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  69 
gallons  of  water. 

"Sanax  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  Sharp  &  Dohme,  Balti- 
more, Md.     Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  73  gallons  of  water. 

Sheep  and  Cattle. 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substance  is  permitted  by  the  Department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  and  cattle  for  scabies: 

" Nico-Bac,"  a  nicotine  dip,  manufactured  by  J.  L.  Stalnaker  Company,  Omaha, 
Nebr.  Dilution  permitted:  To  make  a  solution  containing  0.05  per  cent  of  nicotine, 
use  1  pint  of  Nico-Bac  to  not  more  than  101  gallons  of  water.  To  make  a  solution 
containing  0.07  per  cent  of  nicotine,  use  1  pint  of  Nico-Bac  to  not  more  than  72 
gallons  of  water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  these  dips 
which  are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they 
permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the 
guaranty  required  of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and 
amendments  thereto,  or  which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said  regula- 
tions or  amendments.

COURT  CONVICTIONS  FOR  VIOLATION  OF  LAW  AND  REGULATIONS. 

In  a  recent  case  in  the  United  States  court  for  the  western  district  of  North  Carolina 
at  Asheville,  one  W.  W.  Anderson  entered  a  plea  of  guilty  to  a  charge  of  violating  the 
Texas-fever  quarantine  law  and  regulations,  and  a  fine  of  $100  and  costs  was  imposed 
by  the  court.  The  offense  consisted  in  driving  on  foot  certain  cattle  from  Fannin 
County,  Ga.,  through  Polk  County,  Term.,  which  two  counties  were  under  quaran- 
tine, into  Cherokee  County,  N.  C,  which  county  was  outside  the  quarantined  area. 
•The  defendants  in  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Schwarzschild  &  Sulsberger 
Company,  New  London,  Conn.,  were  recently  fined  $500  and  costs  for  shipping  meat 
interstate  in  violation  of  the  Department  regulations. 


ENFORCEMENT  OF  THE  TWENTY-EIGHT-HOUR  LAW. 

[File  Xo.  158.] 

A  controversy  has  arisen  between  some  of  the  railroads  of  the  country  and  the 
larger  live  stock  shippers  in  regard  to  the  space  in  the  cars  which  must  be  afforded 
animals  in  transit  from  one  State  to  another  in  order  to  make  unloading  unnecessary 
and  still  comply  with  the  twenty-eight-hour  law.  This  law  provides  that  when  the 
animals  are  carried  in  cars  "in  which  they  can  and  do  have  proper  food,  water,  and 
opportunity  to  rest"  they  shall  not  be  required  to  be  unloaded.  The  Department  of 
Agriculture  has  been  appealed  to  by  both  railroads  and  shippers,  and  the  position  of 
the  Department  has  been  tentatively  announced  as  follows: 

If  cars  are  not  loaded  beyond  the  minimum  weight  fixed  by  the  tariffs,  the  Depart- 
ment will  not,  for  the  present,  raise  the  question  as  to  whether  sufficient  space  is 
provided  for  the  animals  to  rest;  but  railroads  which  load  beyond  the  minimum  and 
do  not  unload  for  rest  will  have  to  take  their  chances  of  prosecution  in  the  courts. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Department  to  institute  a  number  of  test  cases  and  secure 
rulings  from  the  federal  courts  as  to  what  space  must  be  afforded.  It  is  claimed  by 
the  Department  that  this  is  the  only  course  open,  since  no  power  is  given  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  by  the  law  to  make  rulings  and  regulations  regarding  space  to  be 
afforded  in  cars. 

Reports  of  violations  of  the  twenty-eight-hour  law  (I.  D.  Form  59)  and  the  accom- 
panying statement  (I.  D.  Form  59 A)  should  hereafter  be  sent  to  the  Bureau  in 
triplicate. 
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In  all  cases  where  live  stock  is  not  unloaded  en  route  "into  properly  equipped  pens 
for  rest,  water,  and  feeding,  "  the  cars  must  be  provided  with  facilities  for  feeding  and 
watering  in  transit,  and  live  stock  must,  when  so  fed  and  watered,  receive  proper 
feed  and  water. 


AUTHORIZATIONS. 

[File  No.  567.] 

In  the  authorizations  for  the  fiscal  year  1911,  which  are  now  in  course  of  preparation, 
there  are  several  instances  where  the  monthly  allowance  for  station  and  other  expenses 
will  be  greater  than  the  amount  recommended  by  the  inspector  in  charge.  Provision 
has  been  made  for  emergency  expenses  arising  in  connection  with  the  current  work 
and  for  expenses  which  may  be  necessitated  by  instructions  from  the  Washington 
office. 

At  several  of  the  larger  stations  where  travel  in  connection  with  the  meat-inspection 
service  is  authorized  the  extra  allowance  is  intended  to  cover  the  detail  of  employees 
to  other  stations  for  temporary  periods  as  directed  from  this  office.  The  records  at 
these  stations  should  show  the  balance  available  at  all  times,  and  if-  the  amount  is 
insufficient  to  cover  the  expenses  of  a  contemplated  detail  the  Bureau  should  be 
advised  at  once.  Transportation  requests  will  be  furnished  for  use  in  connection 
with  this  travel. 

Particular  care  should  be  taken  not  to  exceed  the  allowance  provided  in  an  author- 
ization. If  it  is  probable  that  the  expenditures  for  a  given  month  will  be  in  excess 
of  an  allowance,  the  matter  should  be  reported  to  the  Bureau  prior  to  the  time  the 
amount  is  exhausted,  and  an  estimate  given  of  the  extra  allowance  required. 

The  authorizations  for  1911  should  be  carefully  examined  as  soon  as  they  are  received, 
and  any  omissions  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Bureau. 


TRANSPORTATION  REQUESTS. 

[File  No.  49.] 

Employees  who  have  been  furnished  transportation  requests  will  be  held  account- 
able for  their  proper  use  and  disposal.  Under  no  circumstances  should  a  request 
be  destroyed;  if  spoiled  in  any  way  it  should  be  returned  to  the  Bureau  with  an 
explanation.  If  a  request  is  lost,  an  affidavit  setting  forth  the  circumstances  will 
be  required.  When  requests  are  furnished  for  use  under  an  authorization  covering 
a  specific  trip  only,  those  remaining  unused  after  the  travel  has  been  performed 
should  be  returned  to  the  Bureau  at  once. 

Requests  payable  from  one  appropriation  must  not  be  used  for  travel  properly 
chargeable  against  another  appropriation.  Also,  requests  charged  to  one  authoriza- 
tion should  not  be  used  for  travel  under  another  authorization  even  though  both 
authorizations  are  payable  from  the  same  appropriation. 

Inspectors  in  charge  should  instruct  employees  to  whom  transportation  requests 
are  furnished  in  regard  to  their  use.  It  is  important  that  the  coupon  be  forwarded 
to  the  Bureau  immediately  after  transportation  has  been  purchased  with  a  request. 

Before  approving  an  account  for  payment  the  approving  officer  should  see  that 
the  memorandum  on  the  back  of  the  Form  4  voucher  is  properly  filled  in.  If  no 
transportation  requests  were  used  during  the  month,  a  statement  to  that  effect  should 
be  entered  thereon. 

While  the  Bureau  recommends  the  purchase  of  round-trip  tickets  on  transportation 
requests  when  consistent  with  the  best  interests  of  the  service,  such  tickets  should 
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not  be  purchased  when  there  is  no  difference  in  cost  between  the  round-trip  fare 
and  straight  tickets  each  way. 

A  separate  transportation  request  should  be  exchanged  for  each  mileage  or  scrip 
book  obtained.  A  memorandum  of  each  request  so  exchanged  should  appear  on  the 
back  of  the  Form  4  voucher  of  the  employee  using  the  mileage  or  scrip,  regardless  of 
the  fact  that  the  exchange  may  have  been  made  by  the  inspector  in  charge. 

All  unused  transportation  requests  which  are  payable  from  the  appropriations  for 
1910  should  be  returned  to  the  Washington  office  as  soon  as  practicable  after  June  30, 
1910. 

Inspectors  in  charge  and  others  should  advise  the  Bureau  as  far  as  possible  in 
advance  of  the  close  of  the  present  fiscal  year  of  the  number  of  transportation  requests 
required  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  fiscal  year. 


PAYMENT  OF  FREIGHT  CHARGES. 

[File  Xo.  49.] 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  settlement  of  accounts  for  freight  transportation  and  to 
eliminate  the  confusion  which  has  been  encountered  heretofore  where  employees  have 
settled  freight  charges  direct  with  the  transportation  companies  and  claimed  the  items 
in  their  reimbursement  accounts,  it  is  directed  that  beginning  July  1,  1910,  all  freight 
shipments  shall  be  made  on  departmental  bills  of  lading,  which  can  be  secured  in 
blank  from  the  Washington  office  of  the  Bureau.  Employees  who  anticipate  that  they 
will  be  obliged  to  make  such  shipments  are  instructed  to  apply  at  once  for  such  num- 
ber of  blank  departmental  bills  as  will  meet  their  requirements.  If  an  emergency 
arises  for  the  shipment  of  freight  and  an  employee  is  unprovided  with  depart- 
mental bills,  he  should  ask  the  agent  of  the  company  to  render  bill  for  the  charges  to 
the  Department  at  Washington,  and  should  pay  no  freight  charges  unless  payment  is 
absolutely  demanded  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  transportation  or  delivery  of  the 
property,  and  in  that  event  a  full  report  of  the  transaction  must  be  made  at  once  to  the 
Bureau. 

AYhen  necessary,  identification  cards  for  employees  showing  their  right  to  make 
shipments  of  freight  may  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  Bureau. 


OFFICIAL  CARDS. 

It  appears  that  there  is  great  diversity  in  the  forms  of  cards  used  by  members  of 
the  bureau  service  and  that  in  some  cases  these  cards  do  not  show  accurately  and  cor- 
rectly the  title  or  official  position  of  the  person.  When  bureau  employees  wish  to  use 
cards  showing  then  bureau  positions,  such  cards  should  bear  the  correct  title  or  desig- 
nation of  the  employee.  The  following  form  is  approved  for  the  use  of  inspectors  in 
charge  of  bureau  stations:

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DISTRIBUTION  OF  THE  TWENTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

Although  the  Bureau  at  the  time  of  the  issuance  of  its  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Report 
prepared  a  list  indicating  the  number  of  copies  to  be  sent  to  each  station  in  accordance 
with  the  item  in  Service  Announcements  for  March  15,  1910,  page  21,  and  turned  this 
list  over  to  the  proper  branch  of  the  Department  for  the  mailing  of  the  reports,  it 
appears  from  numerous  letters  received  from  inspectors  in  charge  that  the  proper 
number  of  copies  have  failed  to  reach  many  of  the  stations.  In  two  of  these  letters  it 
is  stated  that  while  the  package  was  marked  with  the  number  of  copies  that  should 
have  been  sent,  only  one  copy  was  contained  in  the  package. 

While,  as  previously  stated,  it  is  not  intended  that  this  report  shall  be  distributed 
indiscriminately  to  all  employees,  the  Bureau  desires  that  everyone  whose  duties 
make  it  desirable  for  him  to  have  the  report,' or  who  really  wishes  a  copy,  shall  have 
one.  If  any  stations  other  than  those  already  heard  from  have  failed  to  receive  their 
supply,  the  inspectors  in  charge  should  promptly  report  the  fact  to  the  Bureau,  and 
copies  will  be  sent  so  far  as  the  supply  remaining  on  hand  permits. 


PUBLICATIONS  IN  MAY.
